Premier Bennett today brought down a 
record ‘budget of $866.7 million to provide a 
spending increase of $105.7 million, partly 
through a boost in taxes on the forestry and 
mining industries. 


The tax boost was not specified but revenue esti- 
mates suggested it will raise forestry levies by $2 
million to $57 million and-will account for most of the 
$7.5 million increase in total mining revenues of $47.3 
million. 

His 16th budget included several surprises but continued his

A Shai Step Forward 


CURRENT COMMUNIST 
_ offensive in Vietnam has been 
widely interpreted as an attempt to 
achieve an improved military posi- 
tion from which to initiate moves 
toward peace negotiations, In this 
light, Thursday’s statement by the 
North Vietnamese foreign minister 
could be construed as part of such 
a strategy, but with the added spec- 
ulation that the present state of 
the unfinished and as yet unsuccess- 
ful offensive may be considered by 
Hanoi as the likely high point and 
hence the best opportunity to utter 
a quick peace bid. 

The Hanoi statement continues 
to include unconditional cessation 
of northern bombing as a necessary 
preliminary to ary. peace talks, al- 
though the recent accent has been 
onthe more promising “will” talk 
in such an event rather than the 
previous “would” talk. And-the 
United States position has been 
scaled down from a demand for a 
corresponding gesture from the 
North Vietnamese to merely an un- 
dertaking that normal military traf- 
fic from north to’ south would not 
be exceeded. 

Unfortunately, Washington re- 
portedly takes the view that the 
current attacks are the North’s con- 
temptuous reply to earlier Ameri- 
can overtures. The recent partial 
limitation of bombing has now been 
lifted, and it is reasonable to sup-- 
pose, that the extent of success by 
the Communist attackers will be 
matched by renewed United States 
bombing in face-saving retaliation. 

Unless much “more promising 
pre-negotiations are going on in 
secret, therefore, the prospect is for 
still heavier fighting by the United 
States and South Vietnamese forces 
to recoup the military and psycho- 
logical setbacks of the Communist 
offensive. The North Vietnamese 
and-Viet-Cong-forces—the_present 
campaign apparently having failed 
to rouse the countryside to their 
cause—may be impressed anew with 
the impossibility of winning a clear 


victory: over the’ Americans and 
may return to the guerrilla war- 
fare which could last indefinitely 
=—and expensively—in the jungles. 

This situation is summed up in 
a recent editorial of The Observer, 
of London: “America is stuck with 
a war that is nonsense in military 
in diplo- 


its global implications and repug- 
nant in moral terms.” The Observer 
adds that: “It is easy to say that 
the Americans should pull out. And 
$o they should. It is fiendishly dif- 
ficult to see how they can do it 
without making matters worse for 


' themselves and others.” 


The British left-of-centre news- 
paper, The People, grants that “the 
Americans were drawn into it for 
honorable, but mistaken motives. . . 
A truly great power knows how and 
when to withdraw. from an impos- 
sible position.” 

Last Friday, British Foreign 
Secretary George Brown diverged 
from the prepared text of an ad- 
dress in Birmingham-to note the 
“agonizing urgency” of the Vietnam 
situation and to offer his services 
to his co-chairman of the Geneva 
conference, the Soviet Minister, in 
any effort to get the combatants to 
the conference table. Yesterday’s 
Hanoi statement contained a pos- 
sible echo of this in the Foreign 
Minister’s indication, for the first 
time, that negotiation could be built 
around the. provisions of the 1954 
Geneva agreement which estab- 
lished North and South Vietnam, 
placed a demilitarized border be- 
tween them and set up the interna- 
tional control commission. 

This is certainly a new and pos- 
sibly significant indication of cur- 
rent North Vietnamese intentions. 
Whether it springs from- strength: 


or weakness is difficult at themo- 


ment_to determine, but it should 
add a little more pressure in favor 
of peace-making, if that can be felt 
in the midst of today’s intensified 
carnage. 


The Long Memory 


PRESIDENT ,DE GAULLE 
again has vented his spleen on 
Britain and demonstrated once 
more how personal is his vendetta 
dating from the days when he 
headed the Free French forces in 
exile. The occasion was the state 
visit to France of Iraqi President 
Abdel Rahman Aref, whose country 
was set up by Britain after the First 
‘World War and dominated by the 
British ‘until 1958. President de 
Gaulle spoke bitterly of the manner 
in which France had been totally 
excluded from commercial and cul- 
tural dealings with Iraq, and 
recalled how the British had pushed 
France out of Syria after the 
Second World War. 

The French president is taking 
his revenge now with the signing of 
a Franco-Iraqi deal to exploit what 
is believed to be the world’s richest 
oil field, expropriated by Iraq from 

‘‘an American-British consortium. 
There is no doubt, also, that Middle 
East oil explains the Gaullist switch- 
over from friendship with Israel to 
championing of the Arab cause. 

It is interesting to speculate 
whether history might have taken 
a different turn had Britain an 
the United States treated Genera’ 
de Gaulle with more respect and

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consideration during the Second 
World War. Sir Winston Churchill, 
of course, never concealed his dis- 
like of and impatience with the Free 
French leader, and was apparently 
successful in communicating this 
attitude to President Roosevelt. 
Former Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan, in the recently-published 
second. volume of his memoirs, tells 
of his incredulity over the fact that 
British and American author- 
ities preferred to deal with the 
Vichy French in North Africa and 
pushed the Free French leaders 
aside. Mr. Macmillan was Sir 
Winston’s liaison with General 
Eisenhower at that time. He relates 


a conversation with General de 


Gaulle in which he was told, “I 
represent future France and it will 
be better for all if you support me.” 

The advice was ignored and now, 
25 years later, the United States to 
its annoyance, and Britain to its 
acute discomfort, have found Presi- 
dent de Gaulle to be an implacable 
foe with a long memory for the in- 
sults he suffered during the war. 
His statements this week are just 
one more piece of evidence that un- 
til President de Gaulle is gone, and 
his bitter memortes stilled, France 
and “the Anglos” will not be friends.

provinces powers which they think should 
properly be exercised by the federal 
government. With a second wave, nine 
provinces would delegate the powers 
back, leaving the tenth — Quebec — with 
her particular and vastly augmented 
status. “As the homeland and mainstay 
of French Canada, Quebec must: assume 
responsibilities which are peculiar to 
her; and it goes without saying that her 
powers must be proportionate to her 
responsibilities.”’

They would have autonomy and the 
residual powers. The new constitution 
(evidently nothing less will do) would 
also assert a “‘principle of participation.” 


» This would require ‘‘that member states 


.» takepart in the federal decision- 
making process.” And this implies in 
turn for Mr. Johnson that one of. the 


+ federal organs (ordinarily the Senate) be 


a direct emanation of the federated 
states. 


Pressing for Additions 


This being the mood of the Quebec 
government, it is not surprising that Mr. 
Johnson is pressing for very large 
additions to provincial powers. There 
was’ a quaint notion after the Toronto 
conference that, despite his disconcerting 
preliminary brief, he had mellowed in 
the course of exchanges with sympathe- 
tic premiers. But everything he then 
asked he is still asking, and more. Thus 
he insists on complete Quebec control 
over social security even if it does 
involve problems as regards income 
redistribution and freedom of movement 
of people anywhere in the country. But 
more serious is his demand for a Quebec 
international role; here plainly he is on a 
collision course with Ottawa and all the 
other provinces. 

Mr. Johnson uses rather guarded 
language in his comments on the 
constitutional bill of rights to which the 
federal government attaches priority. 
Taking his speech and his brief together, 
however, it would appear that Quebec 
rejects it. He has no objection to placing 
linguistic guarantees in the constitution. 
As for other rights, however, he argues 
that there can be no decision in advance 
of agreement on basic reforms including 
particularly the creation of a ‘“‘true 
constitutional tribunal.”’ But would it be 
acceptable even in that event? The brief 
outlines a case against it. 


‘Serious Political Error’ 

A Dill of rights, it is suggested, 
summarizes the ethical philosophy 
endorsed by the whole population and 
this is well enough in a unitary country 


with a homogenous population. But 
; “a trend. towards 


recognition becomes the responsibility of 


the courts.” In a- federal system “‘it 
would be a serious political error to 
proceed in this way.” 

There follows this blunt warning: 
“Property and civil rights in this country 
are the exclusive responsibility of the 
provinces. We are not prepared to waive 
this responsiblity.” It is then stated that 
Quebec intends to insert her own charter 
of human rights in the provincial 
constitution. 

It should be added that strong 
criticism of the projected bill of rights 
came also from Alberta and British 
Columbia. Saskatchewan doubts the need 
but; is prepared to accept a bill 
“confined to fundamental democratic 
rights.” : 

Mr. Trudeau's project thus appears to 
be in deep trouble at the very outset of 
the constitutional talks.

TO SPEED LEADERSHIP VOTE 


Machines Tested 


By Liberal Party 


By KEN CLARK 


OTTAWA CP)—The Liberal 
party is trying to decide be- 
tween a proven voting machine 
and a computer to handle the 
‘balloting at the April 46 leader- 
ship convention. 

Final decision may be a 
month away as convention plan- 
ners debate the merits of each} 
device. 

Manual balloting in which the 
delegate drops a marked ballot 
into a box for counting by hand 
has been ruled out. 

Voting machines, big standup 
mechanical boxes, have been 
successfully used to record and 
tally votes at three Conserva- 
tive conventions including last 
September's. leadership meet- 
ing. 

They appear to be close to 
foolproof. The mechanical mon- 
sters require no electric power 
to operate} so a power failure 
cannot knock them out. The 
computer needs electrical 
power. 

MUST BE FAST 

With a vast. television audi 
ence watching, a breakdown in 
the balloting process is unthink- 
able. Voting has to be fast and 
accurate as the 2,450 delegates 
choose a, party leader to suc- 
ceed Lester B. Pearson. 

The voting machine is simple 
to operate. The voting delegate 
pulls a lever to. record his 
choice. and the machine keeps a 
running tally. When the voting 
round is completed, tallies are 
taken off each machine .by offi- 
cials and totalled. 

With the computer, the voter

punches a hole with a stylus op- 
|posite his choice on a card that 
lists all the candidates. The 
card goes into a small unit, per- 
haps the size of a typewriter. 
After the vote is over, cards 
from all the units are removed 
and fed into a computer, which 
calculates the totals for each 
candidate in a minute or so. 


The trouble with the computer 
system is the possibility of im- 
properly-marked cards, which 
the computer would reject. 

This raises the prospect of 
time-consuming manual _ re- 
counts if a candidate demands 


spoiled ballots on the voting ma- 
chine, which records the voters’ 
choice mechanically as a spee- 
dometer records mileage. 

It is also possible that a can- 
didate could demand a recount 
as a stalling device to assess his 
position or make a deal with 
other candidates before another 
ballot was taken.

St. John’s, 
I suppose, is 
a Canadian 
projection of 
the British public school, a 
Spartan and definitely non- 
public preserve in which the 
child is considered no more 
than raw material to be 
moulded by traditional rugged 
methods into the image ap- 
proved by his social class. 

In the truly soft school, 
which is usually co-educa- 
tional, the child is an. indi- 
vidual, and the utmost care is 
taken to avoid crowding him 
against his grain. He does not- 
proceed by a system of 
enforced learning, but— short 
of burning the joint down—is 
permitted to develop as he 
may and learn as he best can. 


* 


Our outstanding present 
example of a. soft school—a 
term, by the way, which is 
unfortunate, but the best I 
can come up with at the 
moment—is to be found at 
Campbell River Secondary. 
There, principal John A. 
Young is putting his own 
approach to education to the 
test of use. 

The freedoms Mr. Young 
grants to his students are 
very wide. He works on the 
thesis that the high school 
student responds to freedom, 
and when given it, is quick to 
acquire responsibility. 

He is also savagely critical 
of_our standard school pro- 
cedures with their established 
frameworks for teacher and 
student. 

He sees the rigid grade 
sys' as a barrier to 
learning, and insists that what 
the student needs is not 
externally - applied discipline, 
but. help in disciplining him- 
self. 

What we have in these two 
totally different schools is the 
old way and the very new. . . 
and from ‘such evidence as is 
available, both seem to be 
working well. 

This puzzles me. How can 
two totally different concepts 
of education yield a like 
result? 

The answer, I suspect, is 
that they don’t and, in fact, 
can't. 

: * 


We might note from the 
article on St. John’s that two- 
thirds of the boys who enter 
the toughest school aren’t 
expected to graduate from it. 

Bat the‘dropouts might very 
well have responded to the 
other—method, the one -now 
proying itself at Campbell 
River, where freedom has 
replaced compulsion. 

There is no guarantee, 
however, that the tough sur- 
vivors of the St. John’s 
regime would take kindly to 
Principal Young’s methods. - 

The fact as I've observed it 
is that we are not all built 
from the same blueprint, With 
this in mind, I suggest that 
no’ single approach to’ educa- 
tion is ever likely to be the 
perfect one. * j

I assumed at first that they must 
be a sausage-eating family to have such a variety on hand but 
when she asked me which I preferred as a sandwich sausage and 
declared herself more confused than ever about which to buy 
next, I asked where she had bought them.

Her answer was one of the shops I had suggested. It seems 
that not knowing which sausage made the best sandwiches she 
had stalled and wavered -until the Shop-girl had suggested that 
she try an assortment. This was a service that I had never 
suspected existed. For approximately $1.50 a pound, this shop will 
give you a mixture of sausages with a few slices of each. Make 
these into sandwiches with one. or two of their different rye 
breads: (they sell eight kinds starting at 33 cents for a two-pound 
Joaf), and you will have a sandwich plate that will wow your 
party guests. The staff of this shop are always ready to give 
advice and suggestions on which items will go together best and 
the ideal way to serve them. 


Jayne also served slices of a heavy cake made with honey. 
“It's supposed to be for breakfasts,"’ she said apologetically,” but 
I eat it all day long.” A package of this delicious cake is 55 cents 
and weighs nearly a-pound., It is delicious when sliced thinly and 
spread with butter. , 

This same cake batter is cooked with candied fruits. At 59| 
cents’ a package this cake is at home in any setting. It has 
become a dessert and snack favorite for my family. 


I have always been a fan of croutons and was pleased to find 
them ready-made in three flavors, These crisp, tasty cubes are a 
-welcome addition to the soups that form such a large part of our 
cold weather meals. The three flavors are Cheddar cheese, onion 
and plain. All come in 3%-ounce boxes at 35 cents a box. These 
are just as tasty as my home-made croutons and much quicker.

With the sounds of ‘Little 
Red Riding Hood,” “Taming 
of the Shrew” and “The 
Hostage” scores. dancing in 
her head, Marge Adelberg 
finds every one of her 20-hour 
working days packed to the 
brim with music. 

Her days are 20 hours long 
because she only needs four 
hours sleep. The rest of the 
time she _ spends writing 
scripts, musical scores, lyrics 
and songs for Bastion Theatre 
productions. 

And if ‘‘Red Riding Hood’ 
and ‘Hostage’? don't sound 
inherently musical it's be- 
cause Mrs. Adelberg is still 
busy composing the scores. 
That is, when she’s not acting 
as harpsichord accompanist, 
playing her own compositions, 
for the current Bastion pro- 
duction of ‘The Shrew.” 

“T've always been a mu 
sician who loves the theatre,” 
Marge explains, “and when I 
was younger I was torn in 16 
different directions, Even 
now, I love to get up there on 
that stage. But for some 
reason they always throw me 
into a role where I play the 
piano! In “The Shrew” I 
enter as a punginello, a non- 
speaking role, and am im- 
mediately escorted down ‘to 
that harpsichord. And in ‘‘The 
Hostage" I'll be playing the 
piano again. 


LOVES TO ACT 


“My first love is: really the 
stage itself. In order to write 
for theatre you have to get up 
on that stage once in a while. 

_“T’m -grateful to theatre, 
too, It brought me back into 
the world, When my face was 
damaged by X-rays it was 
very hard for me to get back 
on the «stage. But—it—was 
marvellous therapy. To suc- 
ceed at theatre, though, you 
have to be in it for other 
reasons than therapeutic ones. 

“JT did television. work at 
one time, but I’m limited in 
this direction now. It’s not for 
myself but for the audience 
that I worry. Unless it’s 
prepared beforehand, the 
audience is so busy wondering 
what Happened to-me that it 
never hears a thing I’m 
saying.” 

It’s clear that she isn’t 
complaining, though. Her 
present work is the perfect 
way for her to combine her 
two greatest loves. She ex- 
plains how she started writing 
musical shows.

in Vancouver. Myra Benson 
came up to me one day and 
said, ‘Why don’t you write the 
next show?’ Well, I'd been 
doing ‘improvisations, musical 
extemporisations for years, 
but I’d never written anything 
down. I did the show, but it 
took me seven years toJearn 
how to write down my own 
music. I look back at my old 
scores now and realize that if 
anybody but me had tried to 
play them they would have 
been dead! 

“T’d had the formal musical 
training, but EI forgot it as 
quickly as possible.” 

Today things are very dif- 
ferent. Having composed 
scores for Pinocchio, Hansel 
and Gretel, the Pied Piper, 
School ‘for Wives, the Three 
Bears, to name only a few, 
Marge has a very clear idea 
of how to compose complete 
musical scores. 

“Adapting these well-known 
fairy tales is ‘great fun. 
Usually people write down to 
children,-I want to ‘“‘send up” 
the fairy tales. I don’t de- 
liberately simplify them or 
eliminate big words. I always 
add a twist to the plot or new 
characters—the familiar is 
left but something extra is 
added. 

““When I write, everything 
comes at once—melody, 
lyrics — everything together. 
Of course, I may hop right 
into the middle of a story 
when I get a sudden idea for 
a song. I guess my music is 
very schmaltzy. I studied so 


much Mozart and Beethoven, . 


unconsciously it seems that 
all my music is derivative 
from their melodies:

She Likes to Be Called Ye Ed 


But Ma Murray Just Dandy

Every day since the opening 
of the 
January 


législature in late 
a lone figure has 
been _ sitting 
in the Speak- 
er’s Gallery 
at a desk re- 
served for 
repre s enta- 
tives of week- 
ly news- 
papers. 

She watches , 
proceedings 
intently, She 
makes notes. 
occasionally when speeches are 
dull and long drawn out, she 
snatehes a “bit. of shut-eye.” 
But even with eyes closed she 
knows all that is going on and 
she comes alert again at the 
first sign of excitement, 

T'm talking, of course, about 
Mrs. Margaret Murray ‘‘the 
fighting editor of the Peace,” 
who is covering the present 
session not only for her 
newspaper, the Bridge River- 
Lillooet News, bat also for 
other weeklies in the province. 

“I write my story,” she 
tells you, ‘“‘Xerox it,” address 
the. envelopes and sent ’em 
out. If they don't like what I 
say, they don’t need to use 
it.” 

Although she is in her 8lst 
year, it is the first time 
Margaret 
tended the Legislature as a 
working member of the Press 
Gallery. 

“I’ve been taking pot shots 
at the Premier for a good 
many years,”’ she says. “‘So I 
thought I'd better put up or 
shut up. That’s why I'm here. 
To see for myself. And from 
what I've seen ... and heard 

. I've been damshur right 
all along.” 

Some would say this out- 
spoken woman is a maverick 
as far as politics is concerned. 
Perhaps so,

But certainly she is no fool. 
‘And her record, while it may 
appear to have changed face 
on occasions, has always had 
two , underlying themes—to 
bring prosperity to her be- 
loved northland and to needle 
the Social Credit government 
including “that man” as she 
labels Premier Bennett—in 
her milder moments. 

Her love affair with the 
North has been going on now 
for more than 35 years. 

It commenced in Lillooet at 
a time when the mining boom 
was just ‘starting. Husband 
George Murray was elected to 
the Legislature as the Liberal 
member for the district in the 
Pattullo government 
measly $600 a year ... and 
look what those fellers git 
now”). She was left to start a 
newspaper they both had 
planned for the town. 

Some years later, when this 
confirmed British Columbian 
(although originally a Kansas 
farm girl of Irish ancestry) 
went further north to see the 
Alean Highway, she dis- 
covered Fort St. John, then a 
settlement of 300 permanents 
and 5,000 American soldiers. 

She liked what she found. 
And against the advice of 


those who believed the place |: 


would stagnate after the war, 
she moved there and pub- 
lished the first edition of the 
Alaska News appropriately on 
St. Patrick’s Day, 1944.

The U.S. troops did pull out 
eventually and there was a 
slump until drilling rigs 
arrived to look for oil. It was 
tough sledding for ‘the GFJ” 
(Great Family Journal) as 
the Murray's affectionately 
called their weekly. 

Mrs. Murray has said of 
that time “you almost got 
slivers scratching for news 
some weeks ... there was so 
little I-had to make it myself 

that’s how I got my 
reputation.” 

That was also when she was 
labeled with the name*‘Ma”’. 
A Toronto writer dubbed her 
with it and made it stick. 

She doesn’t particularly 
eare for the name. At the 
same time she doesn’t object 
to it being used. But she 
prefers the one she gave 
herself, long before that, as a 
signature to everything she 
wrote, That is “Ye Ed” (The 
Editor). 

In 1958, when Fort St. John 
was “growing up and getting 
respectable’. and she was 
heading for her 70th birthday, 
Margaret Murray handed over 
the newspaper to her son 
Daniel, an advertising-produc- 
“tion Manager and her daugh- 
ter Georgina Keddell, a ‘for- 
mer CBC writer. For she was 
determined the “GFJ" would 
remain in the family.

Shortly afterward the 
Murrays—George and Mar- 
garet—tioved back to Lillooet 
and, in the fall of 1960, re- 
activated the Bridge River- 
Lillooet News. 

George died the following 
year. Margaret (again to use 
her own words) ‘pulled up 
her socks, took a new lease on 
life’ and continued to produce 
the weekly. 

Last year when Lillooet put 
on a “bash’’ to mark her 80th 
birthday, she hinted she would 


soon seli out or lock the doors 
of her little combination 
néwspaper-office home (she 
lives above the shop) and 
move back to Fort St. John. 

However, the Bridge Riyer- 
Lillooet News is still very

A mixed bag of signs, 
warnings and directional 
guides often takes the motor- 
fist off his route and on to a 
time-wasting, tail-chasing 
detour.

In the ‘truly’ soft school, 
which is usually co-educa- 
tional, the child is an indi- 
vidual, and the utmost care is 
taken to avoid crowding him 
against his grain. He does not 
proceed by a system of 
enforced learning, but— short 
of burning the joint down—is 
permitted to develop as he 
may and bearn as he best can. 


* 


Our. outstanding present 
example of a soft school—a 
term, by the way, which is 
unfortunate, but the best I 
can come up with at the 
moment—is to be found at 
Campbell River Secondary. 
There, principal John A. 
Young is putting his own 
approach to education to the 
test of use, 3 

The freedoms Mr. Young 
grants to his students are 
very wide. He works on the 
thesis that the high school 
student responds to freedom, 
and when given it, is quick to 
acquire responsibility, 

He is also savagely critical 
of our standard school pro- 
cedures with their established 
frameworks for teacher and 
student. 

He sees the rigid grade 
system -as a barrier to 
learning, and insists that what 
the student needs is not 
externally - applied discipline, 
but help in disciplining him- 
self. 

What we have in these two 
totally different schools is the 
old way and the very new... 
and from such evidence as is 
available, both seem to be 
working well. * 

This puzzles me. How can 
two totally different concepts 
of education yield a like 
result? 
~The answer, I suspect, is 
that they don’t and, ,in fact, 


can't. 
* 


We might note from the 
article on St. John’s that two- 
thirds of the boys who’ enter 
the toughest school aren’t 
expected to graduate from it. 

But the dropouts might very 
well have responded.to the 
other method, the one now 
proving itself at Campbell 
‘River, where _ freedom has: 
replaced compulsion. 

There is no guarantee, 
however, that the tough sur-< 
vivors of the St.. John's 
regime would take kindly ‘to. 
Principal Young’s methods. 

The fact as I've observed it 
is that we are not all built 
from the same blueprint. With 
this in mind, I suggest that 
no single approach: to. educa- 
tion is ever likely to be the 
perfect one. i 

There are those who 
best when left pretty much to 
their own devices, but in 
contrast, you will find others 
who can, function- happily and- 
well at school and after only 
when they have an authority 
to“lean on them, ‘and on which 

to lean. . 

I expect it will be a long 
time until Mr. Young's: wide 
freedoms. become genera] in 
our’ schools. But fresh winds 

_ ate blowing, and one of 

British Columbia education's 

advance scouts seesa_dif- 

férent sort of school 'in the 
offing. 

“There’s no one successful 
way to educate,” he. told me, 
"but I think our next step will 
be to match students with 
teachers of the same mould.” 

When that happens—and it
